Madison—C/P)—The $8,000,000 
un- 


employment relief bill passed at the 
special session of the state legisla- 
ture was signed by Governor L.aFol- 
lette today. 


Other measures signed by 
the 


state's chief executive today includ- 
ed bills on congressional and legisla- 
tive reapportionment, and one au- 
thorizing the state emergency board 
to reduce departmental expenditures 
up to 20 per cent until June 30, 1933. 


The first ?3',000,000 of the 
relief 


fund, to be apportioned out to local 
governments on the basis of $1 for 
each inhabitant under the 1930 cen- 
sus will be distributed in seven or 
eight days, the governor's office an- 
nounced. It will require that length 
of time for the money to be trans- 
ferred from the banks and 
made 


available to the local units, it was 
explained. 


The $3,000,000 is to be taken out 


of the state's general fund most of 
which is now deposited in banks. 


The general fund will be reimburs- 


ed, not only for the first $3,000,000 
but for all subsequent relief appor- 
tionments by surtaxes on 1931 cash 
incomes ranging from 1 to 7 per 
cent, the rates being identical with 
the regular income tax rates. The 
income subject to the surtax must, 
however, include the dividends 
of 


Wisconsin corporations, 
heretofore 


exempt, and must not allow any de- 
duction for investment losses. 


After the initial three million is 


distributed, the checks to be mailed 
out probably the latter part of next 
week, the remaining 
relief 
appor- 


tionments will be made on the basis 
of 1931 outdoor relief expenditures. 


Other Appropriations 


Each local government is to re- 


ceive from the general fund 25 per 
cent of the amount it 
spend 
for 


poor relief last year, including the 
cost of public works 
job-creating 


programs, claims for the 25 per cent 
distribution must be filed \vith the 
state industrial commission by April 
1. 


The conservation commission gets 


$500,000 for building fire lanes and 
other forestry work, and $250,000 is 
allotted to the industrial commission 
to care for those local units which 
do not receive in the first apportion- 
ments an 
amount 
commensurate 


with their 1932 relief burden. 
The 


commission will exercise 
its 
judg- 


ment in administering 
this 
free 


fund. 


This makes an estimated total of 


$5,750,000 in direct 
appropriations 


out of the general fund. 


"Whatever is raised 
above 
this 


amount by the income surtaxes and 
the less productive tax 
on chain 


stores provided in the 
relief 
bill, 


goes to the local governments 
in 


proportion to the amount they spent 
for relief last year. The general esti- 
mate of the yield of the new taxes is 
$8,000,000. It may be less or it may 
be more. The tax commission is un- 
able to ascertain definitely. 


One important factor enters into 


the distribution of the funds. Where 
local poor relief is administered un- 
der the county system the county 
gets the money. Cities towns and vil- 
lages administering relief indepen- 
dent of the county get their propor- 
tionate share. 


Depends On Population 


Thus the per capital distribution 


<f the first $3,000,000 depends upon 
the population of the locality legally 
responsible for caring for the poor. 


According to the industrial com- 


mission there are 26 counties operat- 
ing on the county system in addition 
there are 1,163 cities, towns and vil- 
lages which will share in the 
per 


capita distribution. 


The industrial commission, mean- 


time is obtaining information from 
these local units to prepare for cer- 
tifying the amounts they will get 
under the 25 per cent distribution. 
This involves considerable work in- 
asmuch as the legislature wrote in 
the provision that money spent on 
make-work programs shall be re- 
garded as expenditures for relief.

tion with wild ducks is the speed at 
which they fly when moving from 
one body of water to another,

when migrating. The luckless hunter 
who, 
missing- a flock of ducks zoom- 


ing straight over his blind, shouted 
after them: "Go to It, you idiots! 
The world is round and you'll be 
back in five minutes anyhow!" But 
he was exaggerating the speed of 
these birds according to Investiga- 
tions made by the United States Bi- 
ological Survey. 


Earlier estimates of the swiftness 


of wild ducks credited these birds 
with phenomenal speeds, but 
air- 


planes and automobiles have made 
possible an accurate check on the 
speed of their flight under varying 
conditions. The Survey now claims 
that ducks and geese do not ordinar- 
ily fly faster than forty miles per 
hour, although they are capable of 
Increasing their speed greatly for a 
short time when frightened. 


Geese Hit 80 


The top speed of mallards, spoon- 


bills and black ducks is placed 
at 


fifty miles per hour; pintail 
and 


wood duck at sixty; widgeon 
and 


gadwell at seventy; 
redheads 
at 


ninety; blue-winged and green-Wing- 
ed teal and canvasbacks at a hun- 
dred. The Canada goose, they claim, 
can fly around eighty 
miles 
per 


hour. The fastest bird timed was a 
duck hawk In California, which Is 
said to have darted at the rate of 
one hundred and eighty miles 
an 


hour while In chase of Its prey. 


Generally speaking I agree with 


them that the speed of wild fowl has 
been exaggerated. Pilot Chamberlain 
who flies the mail plane from Mil- 
waukee to Green Bay stated that 
'often he is forced to dodge a flock 
of birds going In the same direction 
as he In order to avoid killing eome 
of them. Once, while at an 
eleva- 


tion of 3,000 feet over Milwaukee, he 
states, he overtook a large flock of 
ducks while traveling very slowly. 
He circled around them and 
soon 


left them for In the rear. 


From my experience I 
do 
not 


think the Survey has properly clas- 
sified the birds as to eneed. 
The 


blue-winged teal is nowhere near as 
fast a bird as the green-winged spe- 
cies; I would say the pintail can 
ou'tfly the mallard, and the mallard 
and black duck easily 
outdistance 


the wood duck and the widgeon, but 
I think they are correct about the 
canvasback being the fastest of all.

TEETH 
and Your Health 


This is the Seventeenth of a series of articles published by 
the Outagamie Dental Society. Readers are invited to 
send in their questions. They will be answered by quali- 
fied experts of the Dental Society. 


Owing to the fact that there are limitations to 


the use of the brush in cleaning the teeth, it is very 
necessary in most cases to use dental floss. 
There 


are limitations to the brush use in that it is impos- 
sible properly to clean the teeth in what are known 
as the interprosimal spaces between them, particu- 
larly if the spaces are deep, the teeth crowded and 
spaces hard to reach. It is most essential in mouths 
where tartar forms easily. In such cases it is -well 
to incorporate some form of powder with the tape 
as an abrasive. 


The ordinary silk dental floss that is usually 


found on the market is of little value, being too 
small to be of service. One needs a flat ribbon silk 
tape that is heavily waxed, and can be used not only 
to remove the coarse food remaining between the 
teeth, but to polish the thick mucous plaques from 
the necks of the teeth. In so doing one prevents 
the formation of tartar, if persistent and regular 
in the habit of its use. There are too or three widths 
of floss that can be obtained. The size of one needs 
depends upon the shape and size of the teeth. If 
the floss can not be found at the drug stores, it can 
always be procured at a dental supply house. 


The use of the dental floss is to remove any par- 


ticles of food or plaques that are difficult to remove 
on the proximal surface in brushing. The silk should 
be passed thru the contact points of the teeth and 
carried upward and downward and across just to 
the gum margin. 
Great care should be taken not 


to injure the gums. 


If the contact point is close, the force used may 


result in the sudden passage of the floss against 
the soft tissues. In using the powder as an abra- 
sive, when it is incorporated with the tape, care 
must be taken not to pass it back and forward in 
one space 
on the tooth, so as to cut a 
groove. 


The tape should be passed up and down as well as 
across. 


Take a piece of tape about 10 or 12 inches in 


length, wrap one end around the right first finger, 
crossing the tape once so when the finger is bent 
downward it will be securely locked. 
Grasp and 


other end in the left hand around and thru the palm 
of the hand, holding it securely with the third and 
little finger. In this way, one has the tape securely 
under control. For the upper front teeth and right 
side, use the thumb on the right hand and first 
finger on the left to guide the tape thru the teeth. 


For1 the upper left side, use the left thumb and 


second finger on the right hand to guide the tape. 
For the lower front and left side, use the left fore- 
finger and right second. For the lower right, use 
the second finger on the right to get a longer reach 
for the lower right teeth. 
The grasp described in 


the first position is not released thruout the different 
movements. 


Developing a technique in the use of the tape 


may not seem important but for efficiency and speed 
it is most essential.

Prepar- 
ations for the immunization program 
are now being started by Miss Klein 
tinder the guidance of the county 
health committee. The Outagamie 
County Medical association is assist- 
ing. 


Funds for the immunization pro- 


gram were provided by the county 
board at Its November meet'ng with 
an appropriation of $1,500. 
This 


amount la only enough to start the 
program, bat supervisors promised 
that when the work was started they 
•would provide more funds if neces- 
sary. 
Letters explaining the immuniza- 


tion program were Issued this week 
by Miss Klein to teachers of the 
county, town chairmen and members 
of school boards 
and to parents. 


Treatments will 
be 
administered 


only to those pupils whose parents 
consent to the matter. The letters 
to the parents contain blanks on 
which the parents are asked to list 
the names of children they wish to 
have receive the treatment. 


Distribute Blanks 


The teachers are asked 
to dis- 


tribute the letters and blanks to 
parents, to have them filled out and 
returned to the nurse's office not 
later than Feb. 13. Pamphlets are 
enclosed with the letters, to the par- 
ents in which the toxin anti-toxin 
treatments are fully explained and 
discussed so that the parents will 
understand the matter. 
It is planned by the health com- 


mittee to hold the first immunization 
treating clinics in village centers 
which, will be determined by the re- 
sponses of the parents. The com- 
mittee "said that inasmuch as only 
a part of the county can be- served 
at this time it will be necessary to 
serve those areas" which express the 
greatest desire for the movement. 
Children from the •• areas about each 
village will gather at the village 
center for 'the treatment. There will 
1» no charge 'to the parents for the 
treatment and children from 
nine 


months to high school age will be 
treated. Children over six years of 
age "Will be given three injections 
of toxin anti-toxin at weekly inter- 
vals while children under six years 
of age will be given, two injections 
of toxoid.

treatment, it does not make the child 
sick, and it does not cause the child 
to have a soie arm, Miss Klein 
points out in her letter to the par- 
ents.

court. Were it not for the press, we 
would never have reached the court- 
room."

courts. Their announcement of this 
step came almost Immediately after 
three judges sitting en bane found 
the defendants guilty yesterday fol- 
lowing a three weeks' trial during 
which 700 -witnesses testified and a 
truckload of documentary evidence 
was presented.

Chapel sector of Shanghai, one* the 
home of 200,000 persons, today was 
a city of the dead. 


For eight consecutive days 
and 


nights Japanese airplanes and big 
guns have poured shells and bombs 
into the congested area, leaving a 
scar which time Is not 
likely 
to 
erase. 


Non-combatants 
have 
suffered 


with the active Chinese participants 
in the sector's defense. Thousands of 
persons many of whom 
scarcely 


knew what it was all about, have 
lost their homes and many of them 
have been killed by fire and burst- 
ing shells. 


The Shanghai-Nanking 
railway 


station is a mass of ruins, wrecked 
by bombs and fire. The rails them- 
selves have 
been 
twisted 
and 


wrenched into all manner of shapes. 
Likewise, the huge plant of the Com- 
mercial Press, called 
the 
world's 


largest printing plant, has been flat- 
tened. For 30 years it printed most 
of the books, in many 
languages, 


which have been read 
throughout 
China. 


Within the sector, over a wide range 


of wrecked buildings and scattered 
debris not a human being could be 
seen. Squads of Japanese volunteers 
have performed their "cleaning-up" 
duties well. What has happened to 
the bodies could not be learned. 


Only in the alleyways or close to 


the front line barricades could one 
see any bodies. 


Within this vast junkheap which 


was once a thriving city there 
is, 


or was, much Japanese 
property. 


This has gone the way of the rest, 
into the limbo of destroyed things. 
The Chinese however, were the prin- 
cipal sufferers and when the fight- 
ing ends it will bo a long time be- 
fore the sector can be restored. 


Property in 
the 
international 


settlement also suffered devastating 
effects from the. Japanese fire. Along 
the southern reaches of the Szechu- 
en road, where many foreigners liv- 
ed and traded, "the damage is great. 
Along the settlement borders adja- 
cent to Chapel many business hous- 
es have fallen before the 
bombs 


and others have been burned, often 
by incendiarism, it has been charg- 
ed. 


Shop windows have been smashed 


by rifle butts. Business thereabouts 
Is dead and it will be a long time be- 
fore it recovers, even if the hostili- 
ties should cease today. 


Chapel, however, is crushed. It is 


now a waste land. To escape from it 
Into the settlement, where people 
live without rifles and bayonets, and 
where cleanliness still prevails, 
is 


like stepping from one world into 
another.

Washington — Unless some un- 


toward Incident develops Japan and 
the United States will not become in- 
volved in the conflict of arms in the 
far east. 
Enough indication has been given 


of 
the 
Japanese policy to assure 


America and the European powers 
that Japan has not embarked upon 
a. program that is aimed in any way 
at foreign powers but is solely con- 
centrated on securing a. break-down 
of anti-Japanese activities in China, 
particularly in connection with the 
boycott of Japanese goods. 


For several days there has been 


tension here, particularly as Ameri- 
can naval forces were moved up to 
Shanghai from Manila. Any trans- 
fer of -warships at a crucial moment 
like the present means a delicate sit- 
uation. There have been times in the 
relations between the United States 
and Japan when it was not thought 
•wise to issue any orders to American 
naval vessels to move from one point 
to another. This happened for in- 
stance when the California anti-alien 
land law was passed and President 
"Wilson upon consultation with his 
cabinet decided that any orders to 
sail to strategic points would be con- 
strued as an offensive mobilization. 


Precautionary Measure 


The precarious position in \vhich 


the lives of Americans and foreign- 
ers generally were placed in Shang- 
hai by reason of the Japanese bom- 
bardment afforded ample 3ustification 
for the orders to concentrate the en- 
tire American 
Asiatic fleet near 


Shanghai. Meanwhile 
the 
Pacific 


fleet has been maneuvering in the 
vicinity 
of 
Hawaii. 
All this of 


course has been purely precaution- 
ary and the British fleet in the far 
east lias been mobilized in the same 
way. 
The presence of the American and 


Butish fleets has a meaning which 
became apparent when the United 
States and Great Britain sent a joint 
offer of mediation. It was an effort 
to bring about a cessation of hostili- 
ties but it carried an implication, of 
joint action or at least diplomatic co- 
operation 
between 
London 
and 


"Washington the effect of which was 
not lost on Tokio. 
Japan is anxious to avoid any 


complications with either the United 
States or Great Britain. But she 
does want to carry out her objective 
in China. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that America and Britain will 
endeavor in any way to enforce their 
peace demands by an 
ultimatum 


•which could be backed up only by 
force. 
The disposition is to warn 
Japan and at the same time attempt 
to mediate between the Chinese and 
Japanese. 
Japan Loses Prestige 


But Tokio nas from the start dis- 


trusted the Chinesa officials who pro- 
fess to speak for China and whether 
Japan is merely seeking an excuse 
to enable her to fulfill her military 
program and will talk about it after- 
ward or whether the Japanese forces 
are being provoked by national pride 
to finish what they have started no 
matter what the cost, is something 
•winch will develop with the week's 
events. But it is apparent that Japan 
is not aiming at any foreign power 
and would prefer to regain her lost 
prestige in due time rather than to 
enter into a war with any country 
except China. Japan has always felt 
ehe 
had a sphere of influence in 


China and that she had a right to 
put down disorder m that part of the 
•v\ orld. She has not been granted any 
such privilege by the other nations. 
The latter are not inclined to do any- 
thing but protest about it at this 
time but Japan will be explaining her 
action in China, especially the bom- 
bardment 
of Shanghai, for many 


years to come and her word in the 
family of nations will never carry 
the weight and respect that it has in 
the past.

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GIFT TAXES 


Some twenty years ago congress 


passed an act placing a tax upon in- 
heritances. Lest anyone seek by sub- 
terfuge to avoid its plain provisions it 
enacted that any gift made "in con- 
templation of death" should likewise be 
taxed. 


Wisconsin's inheritance tax law con- 


tains a, somewhat similar provision. 


Both such provisions have proven 


unsatisfactory. -They have not worked 
out in practice. When a person dies 
and it is found that he has given away 
a large share of his estate, the govern- 
ment must bring enough evidence to 
prove that the deceased person knew 
he was about to die and "in contempla- 
tion of" that fact made the gift. How- 
ever true this may be, as it is in most 
cases, proof of the fact has been prac- 
tically impossible to obtain. 


Congress is now considering a law to 


tax all gifts of a substantial amount 
and whether in contemplation of death' 
or not. We do not see how a gift tax 
can be avoided consistently with the 
experience of the country in the en- 
forcement of its inheritance tax law. 


A man of modest fortune is re- 


strained from making a sizable gift, 
even as.age overtakes him, because of 
his own necessities and the demands 
of the life he lives or the business he 
conducts. He, therefore, keeps his 
property to the end and it pays a tax. 


The man with many millions may • 


give large sums because he does not 
have to consider the same factors that 
confront the one of less means. He 
does, and constantly, make such gifts, 
escapes the tax and after he is dead the 
government is in a pretty position in 
an attempt to bring forth evidence to 
prove the intentions of the man whose 
lips are sealed forever and who has left 
no trail of facts upon which the gov- 
ernment can get a footing. 


The congressional committee is pre- 


senting a great array of evidence to 
show the necessity of correcting this 
flaw. It is taking actual cases of our 
multi-millionaires, or perhaps more 
properly speaking, billionaires, such as 
Henry Ford and John D. Rockefeller 
Avho have gradually turned over stag- 
gering fortunes to their sons. John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr. and Edsel Ford, it as- 
serts, are richer than their fathers. 


It might add one of the most painful 


cases for America, that of a member of 
the Astor family, permanently resident 
in England, who shortly before his 
death conveyed 50 million dollars 
worth of New York real estate to his 
son for the alleged purpose of reducing 
English surtaxes but since our govern- 
ment couldn't prove that his purpose 
also was to avoid an inheritance tax 
here, it has, so far, in our courts, lost 
in attempting to get the tax.

THE REAL GROUND HOG 


Scientifically, the biology division of 


the Department of Agriculture func- 
tions true to form in its study of vital 
phenomena but there is a particular 
phase of its activity that is of serious 
concern to all who have at heart the 
protection of national ideals and the 
preservation of cherished traditions. 


Mr. Arthur H. Howell, government 


biologist, asserts the popular faith in 
the groundhog on February 2 as proph- 
et of the weather to be without foun- 
dation. He casts grave doubts-on this 
animal's ability to forejudge the win- 
ter's duration and claims his 'emer- 
gence from hibernation in search of his 
shadow on Candlemas Day is nothing 
but myth and whimsical superstition. 


The biological study of the habits 


and life history of the groundhog no 
doubt discloses the animal's propensity 
for hole digging and hibernation, only 
to emerge as spring withdraws its 
frosty blanket. These arc facts the de- 
termination of which comes plainly 


within the scope of federal appropria- 
tions. 


However, the groundhog is a philos- 


opher betimes, they say, and for him 
to be without his Candlemas Day and 
his lurking shadow is a rose without

perfume, a bird without a wing, or an 
inside without an outside. 


What biologist of departments of 


agriculture, blinded by facts and cate- 
gorical hypotheses, may deny the 
groundhog his long .established and 
cherished custom of early casting his 
weather eye afield? It is a tradition 
as certain as that a Leprecaun always 
has his pot of gold. Otherwise, how 
in the world could the weather be fore- 
cast for thexnext six weeks? 


A JAPANESE VIEWPOINT 


Looking at the Manchurian problem 


from Japan's viewpoint, there will be 
found some justification for her acts, 
A constantly increasing population dic- 
tates a policy of expansion to a virile 
people who are not content-to abide 
by Malthuaian theories. 


Japan has a total area of 147,651 


square miles of which only 23,600 are 
cultivable. During the century and a 
half preceding the Meiji restoration in 
J868 the population had but a slight in- 
crease. In 1872 it stood at 33,000,000 
but by 1923 the population had in- 
creased to 60,000,000. This means a 
density of population of four persons 
per acre of cultivable land. 


Necessity compels the Japanese to 


either emigrate or control the birth rate. 


Many countries have closed their 


doors to them. At the Peace confer- 
ence in 1919 they were refused recog- 
nition of racial equality but were given 
a footing in Manchuria which resulted 
in heavy investments in railroads and 
other industries. 


The Japanese industrial development 


in Manchuria attracted swarms of Chi- 
nese eager to escape the grinding pov- 
erty of China. More than 20,000,000 of 
them came in, mostly of the warlike 
Tartar type who have not hesitated to 
indulge in the marauding activities to 
which they had been accustomed. 


Japan cannot be expected to leave 


her railways and factories at the mercy 
of these marauders nor to overlook the 
opportunity for expansion which her 
growing population make necessary. 


This involves the alleged right 


of a nation to expand its territory be- 
cause of increase in population. China 
through the ages 
has 
been an 


outstanding example of an over- 
populated 
nation living close to 


the starvation line, and seemingly 
content to have 
it so. 
Japan's 


rapid growth to world power sta- 


- tus has developed racial character- 
istics for progress that will not accept 
a similar condition. 


DIESEL ENGINES FOR AIR- 


PLANES. 


The successful adaptation of the 


Diesel engine to aircraft 
promises 


much for the future of aviation. 


Compared to the gasoline 
engine, 


progress in the development of the 
high compression oil engine has been 
slow. 


The Diesel has long demonstrated 


its efficiency but the excessive weight 
required per horse power has almost 
entirely confined its use to heavy duty 
marine and stationary service. It is 
only within the last two years that the 
persistent effort of engineers has re- 
duced the weight to a point (two and 
one-half pounds to the horse power) 
where the engine can be used in air- 
craft.

Chamberlin's recent feat of climbing 


nearly 25,000 feet with Diesel power, 
together with the non-refueling record 
made last year by Lee and Brossy, of- 
fer concrete evidence of the progress 
that has been made in oil engine de- 
velopment. A German Zeppelin under 
construction is to be powered with 
Diesel engines. 


The great advantage of the Diesel 


lies in its safety and efficiency. 


Forty per cent of all airplane acci- 


dents are directly traceable to the 
gasoline engine. With the Diesel, burn- 
ing low grade distillates and minus 
any electrical ignition, the fire haz- 
ard is practically eliminated. 


As for efficiency, it is the cheapest 


prime mover known 
and will carry 


many miles further on cheap fuel oil 
than on an equivalent charge of gas- 
oline. 


Though it may be some time before 


this engine will be found suitable to 
the high speeds and quick maneuvers 
required in military airplanes, success- 
ful Diesel engines will be a great boon 
to commercial aviation.

FREE SPEECH WITHOUT GRAT- 


UITOUS MOUTH SPRAY 


The latest public health bulletin 


issued by the federal government on 
the perennial subject "the common 
cold" reiterates the advice "If you 
wish to avoid 
a cold, 
give your 


sneezing friends a wide berth." 
It 


concedes that "colds" are Infectious 
and contagious. It hints that the us- 
ual way of infection is thru 
being 


caught in the spray 
of cough or 


sneeze, but It suggests • also that the 
hands of the persons 
who has a 


"cold" are likely to convey the In- 
fection, and even articles he touches 
may be contaminated and carry the 
infection to other persons who touch 
them. 


This latter part, 
about the pa- 


tient's hands and objects he touches 
conveying th evirus of his disease, Is 
all horse feathers, in my opinion. I 
don't believe anybo'dy ever contracts 
any known respiratory Infection In 
that way, and I doubt that the pub- 
lic health service officers or anyone 
else can find any clinical or scientif- 
ic evidence to support such an ab- 
surd fancy. 


There is one very Important, and 


I believe most prolific mode of in- 
fection which somehow these office 
holding authorities studiously avoid 
in all their public utterances on this 
subject, and I never 
could under- 


stand their funny diffidence until I 
tried to mention It in a radio talk 
I was giving over a national chain. 
The radio censor sternly forbade any 
reference to this mode of infection, 
for he said many women 
and chil- 


dren might hear my 
talk, 
and it 


would he very unpleasant for them 
to think that there is ever any risk 
or danger involved in polite conver- 
sation with a person who purports 
to have "just a cold." 


Well, there 
is freedom of 
the 


press, if there 
Is no freedom of 


speech over the air. Here in the pa- 
per I can express my belief that the 
chief mode of infection in what our 
office holding: authorities so fondly 
call "the common cold," and what I 
think honest folk should call "cri,' is 
thru conversational spray, which is 
still a perfectly polite medium of ex- 
change, whereas open-face coughing 
or sneezing is simply not done in po- 
lite circles, and I should think polite 
people would resent the implication 
that their friends indulge 
in that 


sort of thing. 


The only difference between open- 


face coughing or sneezing and ordi- 
nary conversation, 
as a means of 


spreading respiratory infections, call 
them what you will, is a difference 
of range. A cough or sneeze shoots 
the germ-laden droplets 
of spray, 


visible or invisibly fine, to a distance 
of 10 or 12 feet; conversational spray 
carries not more than five feet from 
the mouth of the speaker. 


So I beg to alarm you, .if you're 


that sort, by reminding you that you 
are by no means safe if you contrive 
to avoid being sprayed 
by your 


coughing or sneezing friends or even 
strangers when they have what the 
esteemed federal public health ser- 
vice office holders 
mulishly term 


"the common cold"—no federal 
or 


other health authority dares to de- 
fine any such entity, be it reaffirm- 
ed. You are still in the clanger zone 
if you approach within five feet of 
the beggar or permit him 
to ap- 


proach within five feet of you for a 
brief chat, unless 
the one or the 


other wears 
a suitable 
mask or 


keeps behind 
a suitable screen to 


stop the spray.

False Economy 


Editor Post-Crescent—Strange as 


It may seem, our benevolent gov- 
ernments usually begin the practice 
of economy, at least outwardly, at 
a time when it Is of smallest value. 


Why throw men out of Jobs by 


uniting departments, cutting wages, 
etc., and then turn around and begin 
expensive and often 
unnecessary 


public Improvements to furnish Jobs 
for these and other men? By doing 
this our governmental agencies take 
men from the jobs which they un- 
derstand and for which they usually 
qualified and put them at construc- 
tion and other work for which they 
are wholly untrained. Certainly that 
is not efficiency nor good judgment. 
Furthermore, think of what 
this 


does to the buying power 
of the 


masses, a thing which constantly 
troubles our merchants. 


While it may sound strange, the 


time for the government to practice 
economy Is in "time of plenty. Then 
the men whom it prunes from the 
payroll can usually find work in 
most any field for which they may 
be prepared. Then your buying pow- 
er is not Impaired. And then is the 
time for the government to pay up 
its debts and lay up a surplus for 
times like this, when it should, be 
able to be more generous In the mat- 
ter of keeping men on the Job and 
keeping up their purchasing power. 


"When all the government econo- 


mies finally get down to the 
last 


taxpayer who Is to benefit by It, his 
share of the saving is quite small. It 
would be much better to have all 
employed at regular 
hours 
and 


wages, than to save small items for 
those who can pay and then 
load 


them with other forms 
of taxes 


which will support elaborate relief 
projects. 


It does not take a "Roger Babfcon" 


to see that we need more buying 
power, for we certainly have 
the 


goods on hand. But not even a "Bab- 
son" can prove that cutting wages 
and taking men off the payroll will 
ever increase the purchasing power 
of the general public. It may help 
dividends In a. few cases, but never 
the public at large. 


Think it over you folks in charge 


of city, state and federal 
govern- 


ments.

That the salaries of ail appointive 


officers as recommended in an ordi- 
nance submitted 'at 
last Tuesday's 


meeting were legally approved when 
five out of eight aldermen voted fa- 
vorably Tuesday was revealed in a 
lengthy opinion 
by City Attorney 


Crowley. The resolution on which 
the council- voted Tuesday contained 
the salaries of both the elective and 
appointive officers, and embodied no 
major changes from the scale in ef- 
fect last year.

It has always been the experience 


Of this country that an earthquake 
scare develops at once in the vicin- 
ity of a section which sustains a 
severe shock. 
For example, earth- 


quake insurance premiums in Cali- 
fornia in' 1924 totaled only $290,000, 
but in 1926, the year after the Santa 
Barbara quake, they had increased 
to more than $2,500,000. 


Two factors stand out to allay any 


fears that citizens of Florida 
and 


other nearby states may have re- 
garding a possible recurrence of an 
earthquake In their sector at this 
time. First, Santiago is in a major 
earthquake belt, while 
the south- 


eastern states are not; and second- 
ly, records indicate a period of im- 
munity from destructive quakes in 
a locality following the occurrence 
of a violent shock in the neighbor- 
hood. The latter is the view of John 
R. Freeman, a prominent engineer 
and insurance executive, who 
has 


ust completed a 900-page volume on 
he subject of earthquake damage 
and earthquake insurance. 


Sees Low Rate 


Mr. Freeman expresses the opin- 


on that earthquake "insurance can 
be written successfully in the United 
States today at an unusually low 
rate -which would have a popular 
appeal. He would have this cover- 


coirbincd with fire insurance in 


a single policy to minimize 
-under- 


writing expense. This 
method of 


ncluding earthquake coverage -with 
ire insurance was recently adopted 
'or San Francisco and vicinity, ac- 
companied by a drastic reduction in 
premium rates. It is Mr. Freeman's 
contention that similar 
protection 


could be made available for dwel- 
ings east of the Rocky mountains 
at an additional annual cost not to 
exceed 2 to 5 cents per $100 of in- 
surance, provided the Insured -would 
agree to stand the first ?50 of dam- 
age to allow for possible old plaster 
cracks. In 1930 the average earth- 
quake Insurance rate in the United 
States was nearly 54 cents per ?100. 


Supporting his 
arguments 
for 


popularizing this form of insurance 
:hrough lower premium ' rates, Mr. 
Freeman points to the infrequency 
of destructive earthquakes, the re- 
markably small territory over which, 
violence has been sufficient to de- 
stroy structures in any one earth- 
quake, the successful resistance of 
hundreds 
of

stopped climbing for a while.

lave lost no ground. Our 
cities, 


farms, industrial companies, 
rail- 


roads, stores, and wage workers are 
far better off than ten years ago. 
Only those who 
speculated 
have 


really lost—the rest have simply 
temporarily lost their courage. Only 
don't get in debt next time. Be sat- 
isfied with a little less speed. 


When we study 
stock 
market 


prices, we are surpised at what we 
;ind. Genei'al Electric, for instance, 
at today's price, is still double that 
for which it was selling ten years 
ago after allowing for stock divi- 
dends, etc. General Motors, at to- 
day's price, is greatly in excess of 
the price ten years ago.

PROFESSOR HITS 


PROHIBITION AT 


SENATE HEARING 


Declares Situation 
Under 


Eighteenth Amendment Is 
Wrong 


(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 
Washington — "I feel that the 


whole 
prohibition 
situation 
Is 


wrong," Dr. William F. Lorenz of 
the University of Wisconsin told the 
Metcalf senate beer sub-committee 
Wednesday morning. 


And when he made that statement, 


following the acknowledgement 
of 


his complete change from starting 
as an advocate of prohibition to his 
present position of seeking repeal 
of the eighteenth 
amendment, he 


stated that he was drawing on his 
knowledge of students made through 
his position at the 
University of 


Wisconsin and his long medical ex- 
perience with mental diseases In- 
duced by alcoholism. 


The University of Wisconsin has 


less alcoholism among Its students 
than any other university In the 
country, Lorenz told the sub-com- 
mittee. Tet even judging by condi- 
tions there, he states that there 
has been a most serious Increase 
in amount of drinking among boys 
and girls since prohibition. 


Dr. Ix>renz, director in charge of 


the Wisconsin 
Soldiers' 
Hospital 


from its beginning to 1925, mem- 
ber of the Wisconsin State Board 
of Control tinder Sen. Elaine, and 
working with mental Ills at Manhat- 
tan State hospital for six years, tes- 
tified that without prohibition but 
with temperance education, Insan- 
ity induced by alcoholism progres- 
sively declined from 1906 until 1922. 
Then with prohibition, It began in- 
creasing In 1922 until now, in Wis- 
consin, the mounting curve has pass- 
ed the high point reached previous 
to the 1906—1922 decline. 


In connection with this Increase 


In Insanity, he said "If beer had been 
available there would not have been 
such Increase." Dr. Lorenz agreed 
with Sen. Elaine, member of the sub- 
committee, that hard liquor has dis- 
placed the general use of beer, and 
adds that the present day hard li- 
quor with various adulterations is 
far more Injurious to mental and 
physical health than pre-prohibltion 
whisky. 


Dr. Lorenz stated that he consid- 


ers baer, consumed in ordinary quan- 
tities, to be "a non-intoxicating food 
and beverage." He says that he does 
not consider "beer drinking a habit 
in' the sense of drug addiction. In 
this sense it Is quite different from 
hard liquors." 


Excessive drinking of beer might 


cause liver and kidney changes, the 
Wisconsin doctor said, but he did 
not believe it could possibly cause a 
mental disease.
